Broriow 1. That all that territory in the county of
Brown, contained within the limits and boundaries here- Fstablsing the
inafter described, shall be a town known by the name of ™ * New Ulm
New Ulm, and the Eeople now inhabiting and those who

ghall hercafter inhabit within the district of country here-

of Town of New Ulm, and shall possess powers by their
corporate name to acquire property, real, personal or
mixed, for the use of said town, and may sell and conve
the same at pleasure. They may have a common seal,
which they may change at pleasure. They may suc and
ba sued, plead and be impleaded, defend amd be defend-
ed in all manner of actions, in all courts of law and
equity.

Seo. 2. 'Lhat all the territory in the county of Brown,
lying and being in township one hundred and ten, (110)
north, range thirty, (30) west, except the following pieces

That an act for the incorporation of the town
of New Ulm, in the county of Brown, approved March
tenth, (10th) eighteen hundred and fifty-seven, (1857)
and all acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act are
hereby repealed.  Provided, That the rights which have
accrued and the liabilities which have been incurred nn-
der said act of incorporation and the amendments thereto,
shall not be affected by the provisions of this act.

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and he in force from
and after the first Tuesday of April, eighteen hundred
and sixty-two, (1862).
